Prints) fic m 

From the Amf{terdam Gazette,dated October 19. 

The 9th of Seprember General Langailerie re- 
wen'd to the Cam» wich his Detachment that he 
had led in purfuit cf the Enemy, of whom he took 
aod brought back many Yrifoners, befives killing 
fome Hundreds. We have Lntelligence, that in their 
Retreat, they burnt Heufss ana committed great 
Diforders in all the Paccs pafs’d through. 
Their Forces before Turin confiited of 97 Batrallions 
and of between 112 and 1°c *quadrons. The Pri- 
fonersrepoit, that when we p-f'd the Po, they had 
a Defign to march out of their Lines in Batrallia to 
meet and fight us, hoping to b a us by their Supe- 
riority, the Confequence of which would bave been 
the Lofs of Turin. We cannot yet learn why they 
did not do it: In the mein Time by Letters taken 
among the Duke de la Feui!lade’s Papers, it appears 
they made fure Account of taking Turin. 

The roth Baron Kriechbaum, was detach’d with 
§ Battallions, to joyn the Marquis Vifconti General 
of the Horfe befire Chivas. Orcers were reiterated

The r2th we had an Account thit the Enemy 
on the Approach of our Detachmen:s abandon‘d 
Pignerol, leaving behind them 2 or 300 fick Men, 
and their Field-Hofpital. Lieutenant Collonel Sr. 
Amour with the Vaudois falling upon their Rear- 
guard, took a confiderable Booty of Mules and 
Bagpage, befides Prifoners, whof: Number already 
amounted to 6000,

Yhe 17th the Army march’d to San Germano, 
whither the Lieurenant Collonels St. Amour and 
Eben return’d from the Purfuic of the Enemy who 
retir’d from Pignerol into the ‘Mouutains. 

The 18ch we encamp’d at Vercelli, the Fortifica- 
tions of which we found intirely ruin’d. A Cap- 
tain of Grenadiers difpatch’d by the Prince of Heffe 
brought the News of the Action beforemention’d ; 
bur not with fuch difadvantagious Particulars as the 
the Enemy had reported, for in the beginning of the 
Figh: the Body of the Allies had all the Advantage ; 
and took 16 Cannon which they turn’d upon the 
Enemy, and afterwards when they were oblig’d to 
retire, they did it with no more Lofs than of 800 
or 1000 Men at moft, kill’d or wounded. The 
Captain was immediately difpatch’d with an Anfwer 
and neceffary Orders. Baron Kriechbaum being 
fallen fick, the Command of his Body of Troops 
was givento Count Konigfek from whom we had 
Advice that in Chivas were found 12 Battering- 
Pieces of Cannon, 26000 Barrels of Powder, 7000, 
Cafes of Leaden-Bullets, and orber Stores of War. 
The Garrifon taken Prifoners, confifted of 1265 
Men fic for Service and 217 fick. 

The 19th the Army continued its March towards 
Camarano. His Royal Highnefs and Prince Eugene 
went to take a View of Novare, which the Mar- 
quis de Langallerie had invefted. We have Intelli-. 
gence that the Garrifon confifts of an Icalian Regi- 
ment of 200 Men, 300 Swifs, and 150 Spaniards. 

The 20rh the Army march’d towards Novare, and 
and encamp’d within Cannon-fhot of that Place ; 
and while all things were difpofing for the Attack,

In the Evening the Magi- 
ftrdres acd all the Tribunals came to the Camp, 
where necefary Meafures are taking for reducing 
the Caftie and other Plac.s. 

The Lift of the kills and wounded of the Im- 
perial Army, makes the Number to be 3246 Soldi- 
ers and Officers, 284 Horfes kill’d and 151 wound- 
ed. ’Tis compu:ed the Enemy's Lols anunts to 
33000 Men, kiil'd, wounded, taken, or dejerted.

The fame Courier 
brought an Account, that the Prince of Vaudemont 
when he quitted Milan carrted with him the Coun- 
cils and Tribunals: ’Tis believ’d he is in Mantua, 
and that Count Medavi has canton’d his Troops in 
the Neighbourhood of the Seraglio; the Number 
of Men he has under him is reckon'd to be 15000, 
without counting the Detachments he has made to 
defend the Places anc Pufts he thinks neceflary. Ic 
bas been rumour’d for fome Days paft, that the 
Duke of Savoy is dangeroufly Sick at Vigevano 
near Mortare on this Side the Ticino. "Tis advis’d 
from the Camp at Larvaffan che 29ch of laft Month, 
thar the Duke of Berwick being isfora’d the Enemy 
were going toencamp at Villanueva de la Ceva in 
a Plain. march’d the 24'h from Fuenta Santa whieh 
was 6 Leagues off, and overtook them ac Guineta,.
